$10,000 Fines for Former 
Department of Justice

NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—Gaston 
B. Means, former Department of 
Justice agent, was found guilty by 
a Federal Court jury today or 
charges of conspiring to bribe Gov- 
ernment ottiesdie and was sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of $10,000 and 
to serve a two-year’ penitentiary 
term. 

Thomas B. Felder, Means’ at- 
torney, who was convicted of a 
Similar charge, was fined $10,000. 
The sentences were imposed by 
Federal Judge Lindley, after the 
jury had returned a sealed verdict, 
which had found the defendants 
guilty, but recommended clemency. 
The court denied motions to set 
aside the verdict on the ground that 
it was contrary to the weight of 
evidence. 

The verdict, returned by the first 
Judge-picked jury to function in a 
Federal Court trial here, marks one 
‘of many high ligh*‘s in the sen 
tional career of Megns. Judge

There is another school of oil 
men led by Henry lL.

These point out that the 
oil industry is essentially different 
from any other, since oil being 
fluid, belongs to the man who can 
capture it. It is impossible’ to 
measure the actual reserves of oil 
in the ground, but it is generally 
agreed that the supply in this 
country can last only a compara- 
tively short time—-perhaps 10 
years, perhaps 25.

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SHOOTS SELF WITH, 
DEVICE HE INVENTED 


Poverty-Stricken Man ‘Used 
File, Auto Tire Lug and 
Shotgun Shell to End Life. 


A case in which a ‘poverty- 
stricken man, bereft of everything 
but inventive genius, managed to 
send a bullet through his heart, 
although he had no revolver, was 
reported by police toddy. 

The body of the man, who was 
about 50 years old and known as 
‘‘Wilson,’”’ was found in his room 
at 2387A Olive street today. He 
had bten shot through the heart. 
In the room the police found an 
automobile tire lug, which smelled 
of powder; a three-cornered file,:.a 
discharged cartridge, a loaded 
shotgun shell, a washer, and a milk 
bottle. , 

Police Captain MaGutre finally 
figured it out this way: The man 
inserted the cartridge in the cen- 
ter of the lug, and secured it with 
the washer. He then pressed the 
file against the primer of the cart- 
ridge, held it close to his breast, 
and hammered the file with the 
milk. bottle until the cartridge was 
discharged, kiNing him.

The refusal of the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment today 
to sanction a proposed flat salary 
increase of $25 a month for city 
firemen, from the rank of private 
to captain, will probably result in 
the submission of an _ initiative 
measure at the general ‘lection 
April 8.

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Trains Delayed; Hudson River

WA SHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Amer- | 
ican air experts consider entirely 
feasible the reported plans of the} 
| French Under Secretary for Aero- 
nauties’for a nonstop flight from 
Paris to New York in a single-mo- 
tored monoplane. Only one non-| 
stop flight has been made by a 
plane across the Atlantic. On | 
June 14, 1919, Capt. Jack Alcock, |

navigator, crossed the Atlantic in|
